This inat'iiine 
now the property of the government, and 
represents, it is claimed, a iiersonal loss to 
Mr. Emery of $im),000. It is said to be the 
moat perfeot auKdrfne of ita kind in tto world 
and of enormous value to th«> ).;overnmeiit.
